only iafinuations to the prejudice of the private tea-dealers, 
but alfO anaccount of their owa conduct under the new. tea 
regulations, and reprefentations. of facts that he conld net ap- 
prove.: Ele makes the following remarks on the late fales atthe 

- india Hovfe : 

s Ihave already allowed that the Fat India Company were 
liberal in putting. ap, much more tea at the firit fale than they 
were. obliged to do: and they might, perhaps, ‘reafonably think, 
a priori, that the quantity would. be P ficient. I cannot how- 
ever admit, “ that the Company has abundantly fulfilled the 
intentions: of the legiflarure,-in point of fupplying the market 
-with afefficient quantity of tea’? ‘They did. indeed more 
than: fulfil, the bare direction ; but I fhall never think they have 
fulfilled the intention of the legiflature, or that the market has 
been fupplied with a fufficient quantity of tea, till the price is 
veduced.as low as it ought to be. The Decentber fale, though 
it contains*halFa million more than the quantity which is menti- 
oned in thea, and though it might be fuficicntte keep the prices 
- sight, if it found. chem fo, is bran means fufficient to affect that re- 
duction which ought to take place. 
that their ftock of teas would not énablé them to make a larger 
fale, efpecially of congou and fouthdng, whére thie excels princi- 
pally is, L acknowledge that theit plea ts founded in fast. But it 
‘js one thing to fay, that they could nof put up a fufhcient quan- 
tity ; another thing to fay, that they have'done it. The deficiency 
in the December ale may, in fome meafure, be cofrected, by 
the Eaft India Company’s declaring, at the commencement of
